A large volume of water collected 
fm the upper basin of the River des 
Peres from last night’s heavy rain, 
descended at 3 a. m. today, upon 
the southwest portion of the city, en- 
gulfing in several feet of water a 
section at the end of the Cherokee 
car line known as Gravois Bottoms. 
At daybreak the water began reced- 
ing rapidly. * 

The district is inhabited by 30 
families, comprising about 125 per- 
sons. So rapid was the rise that 
most of them required the aid of 
policemen and firemen in reaching 
safety on the high land bounding 
the district. In several instances per- 
sons were taken from the second 
stories of their homes into a boat. 
In one instance two elderly men were 
found at the front window of an at- 
tic, standing in water that had 
reached their shoulders. 

The flooded district extends from 
the south side of Gravois road down 
Germania, Allemania and Mecklen- 
berg avenues. 

Heaviest Rainfall of Year. 

The rain, the heaviest of the year, 
and one of the most excessive in the 
records of the Weather Bureau, 
measured 3.73 inches, most of, which 
descended between 7 and 9:30 p. m. 
The normal rainfall for the entire 
month of September is 2.91 inches. 
Three heavy downpours occurred be- 
tween those hours, the heaviest be- 
ginning at about 8 o'clock. The max- 
imum wind velocity was 28 miles, 
from the Southwest.

WOOD ESTATE HELD NOT LIABLE 


Probate Judge Relieves Late Dairy- 
man’s $3,000,000 Estate From 
Inheritance Tax. 


Probate Judge Holtcamp today de- 
cided that Mrs. Minnie Wood's one- 
half interest in the $3,000,000 estate 
of her husband, Henry Wood, dairy 
owner, is not subject to taxation un- 
der the inheritance tax law of 1917. 
Attorney-General McAllister  con- 
tended that the 1917 law applied, and 
it was estimated that the amount to 
be paid by Mrs. Wood, vWnder this 
construction of the law, would be 
about $76,000. 

Mrs. Wod's lawyers contended that 
the inheritance tax law did not ap- 
ply, for the reason that Wood died, 

and his will was filed, while the for- 
mer collateral inheritance tax law 
was still in force, and that collateral 
bequests made in the will were taxed 
under the old law.’ Judge Holtcamp 
upheld this contention.

Mayor Taken to Hospital. 

The rope was then placed around 
the Mayor’s neck. Appalled at the 
possibility of murdering the city’s 
chief executive, protests began to be 
heard. “We won't stand for hangcing 
the Mayor.” “That won’t get us the 
nigger,” “Let ‘im go” “Tell ‘im to 
get out of here.” Then two police- 
men cut the rope, carried the Mayor 
to an automobile and rushed him to 
a hospital. 

The Mayor’s law firm is at pres- 
ent defending two negroes charged 
with assaults on white women. The 
police assert that fact had much to 
do with some of the remarks that 
were made by members of the mob 
who had a hand in the attempt 
against his life. 

The fire that was started in the 
courthouse left that magnificent 
structure a ruin. The property was 
valued at $1,500,000. The damage 
to the records could not be estimated 
early today, but it is believéd many 
have been destroyed beyond reclama- 
tion. Statistics- vital to county of- 
ficials since the county was organ- 
ized are believed to be badly dam- 
aged. 

Throwing a rope around his neck 
these men, numbering about 50, 
dragged him to the ground floor, 
down stifling stairways and through 
blinding smoke to the street. When 
they appeared at the Harney street 
entrance to the courthouse they were 
greeted by a howling mob of thou- 
sands. 

Brown was almost dead before 
his form was ever strung to the light 
pole. Two bullets were fired into 
his body as he was dragged through 
the crowd. He was never heard to 
utter a word and he was not given 
an opportunity to speak before being 
stretched full length before the gaze 
of thousands. ; 

Dragged Through Streets.

The arrival of:the soldiers had the 
effect of dispersing the mob. The 
destruction of the courthouse came 
as a resylt of lack of police protec- 
tion for the firemen when they at- 
tempted to run hose lines. 

Sheriff Tells Story. 

Sheriff Clark today told the story 
of how Brown finally came into pos- 
session of the mob, He said: 

“The Deputy Sheriffs had orders 
to hold Brown and they did all in 
their power to do so. When the 
flames and smoke crowded us off 
the fourth floor, Commissioner 
Ringer, Chief Eberstein, Mayor 
Smith and some policemen started 
for the freight elevator. The last 
men into the elevator were .Mayor 
Smith, Commissioner Ringer and 
Chief Eberstein. 

“The women prisoners were 
screaming: at the tap of their voices. 
We took 15 women prisoners and

By the Associated Presa, 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—Pros- 
pects of a vote befvure next Saturday 
on the amendments to the peace 
treaty, proposed by Senator Fail, Re- 
publican, New Mexico, providing for 


elimination of virtually all American 
representation on international com- 
missions, together with President 
’ Wilson's return to the capital, is ex- 
pected to bring to a head the vital 
issues in the treaty contest. 
Interest in Reservatians. 

In the treaty controversy the Fall 
amendments technically have right 
of way until a final vote. Considera- 
tion of the amendments, however, 
promises to be subordinate in inter- 
est to under-surface negotiations on 
the question of reservations. 

If President Wilson's physical con- 
dition permits, several Democratic 
Senate leaders plan to confer with 
him early in the week as to a decision 
on dealing with reservations. Be- 
sides the “mild” and “strong” Re- 
publican reservations, a program of 
reservations is expected to be pro- 
posed today by Senator Smith, Demo- 
crat, of Georgia. @ 

Whether President Wilson will 
continue the fight against all res- 
ervations, “‘mild’’ or strong,” inter- 
pretative or definitive, or will make 
known a disposition to accept rati- 
fication of the treaty, with some sort 
of reservations, may be decided this 
week, it is believed in both Demo- 
cratic and Republican quarters. 

Many Speeches Expected, 

A number of speeches. will be 
made on the treaty this week. Sena- 
tors Borah of Idaho, McLean of Con- 
necticut and Jones of Washington, 
Republicans, and Smith of South 
Carolina and Walsh’ of Massachu- 
setts, Democrats, are known to be 
planning addresses. 

The speeches of Senators Walsh 
and Jones are awaited with interest, 
for while the latter’s position has not 
been announced, he has been one of 
the leaders in demanding speed in 
disposing of the treaty. Republican 
leaders claim Senator Walsh as an 
advocate eof reservations and _ feel 
confident he will support the John- 
son amendment, designed to give the 
United States the same voting

HE STORED ARMY FOOD 


Bernard Deubler Makes Affida- 
vit He Intended to Sell To- 
matoes at a Profit. 


Bernard Deubler, who represgnted 
the Tenth Ward Improvement Asso- 
ciation in the purchase of army food) 
from the-Arsenal for retail distribu- 
tion at the association’s store, 3908 
South Broadway, has made affidavit 
to Federal officials that he stored 50 
cases of army tomatoes in the cellar 
of a neighboring retail grocery with 
the intention of selling them at 4 
profit to friends. 

His affidavit was the result of an 
investigation by operatives of the 
Department of Justice into com- 
plaints that the Tenth Ward Im- 
provement Association’s store was 
being conducted irregularly. Anony- 
mous complaints were made _ that 


told that no more tomatoes were to 
be had, a truck of the Padberg Mer- 
cantile Co., 3903 South Broadway, 
was seer hauling tomatoes from the 
store. 

When operatives found the toma- 
toes a week ago in the ceHar of the 
Padberg establishment they ordered 
the goods placed under police guard. 
F. L. Padberg, head of the concern, 
-denied having purchased the goods. 
Deubler, when questioned at the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office, admitted hav- 
‘ing had the tomatoes stored. He said 
ihe had paid for them at the rate of 
$2.16 acase, the army price, and had 
contracted. to sell them to friends at 
'$2.40 a case, making a profit for 
\himeelfrof 24 cents on each case, a 


total of $12. 
Denubler Tdsts Purchasers. 
Deubler submitted to Arthur 


Stoehr, president of the association, 
a list of names which he said were 
those of the individuals to whom he 
intended to.sell the tomatoes. He 
said that he was merely doing a fa- 
vor for friends who had not found 
time to go to the store and make 
purchases. Stoehr told him that he 
would have to produce a bill of sale 
showing that he had sold the toma- 
toes as he described. Deubler prom- 
ised to show receiptS.as soon as the 
tomatoes are disposed of. He de- 
clared in his affidavit and in state- 
ments to Stoehr that his friends 
wanted the tomatoes for family use. 

When Deubler had made his affi- 
davit the police watch on the toma- 
toes was removed.

| The great majority of the American people are sup- 
| porters of law and order and of orderly legal proc- 
esses. They must stand rigidly against every move- 
ment that would overthrow these foundations of jus- 
tice and liberty. The whole power of the Govern- 
ment, supported by the people, must be directed to the 
suppression of lawlessness and disorder. We must 
fight anarchy wherever it is manifested. The redress 
of grievances and the maintenance of human rights 
and American principles of freedom depend upon or- 
der and the reign of law. 
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HERRON ON DEMOCRACY. 

George D. Herron’s marital adventures aroused a 
strong feeling against him as an exponent of political 
or economic science. And it has been generally be- 
lieved that his ideas are anarchistic or Bolshevist. 

But in a little book, “The Greater War,” published 
by Mitchell Kennerley, he has something to say that 
is worth considering. And in this world’s crisis able 
men of every shade of opinion, if their advice is 
reasonable, are needed. 

That Herron is not an anarchist is evident from 
his definition of democracy, which he says has never 
been actually practiced. It is contrary to the Bol- 
shevist idea of a proletarian dictatorship. ‘““‘Democ- 
racy conceives of the individual man as the supreme, 
common concern; conceives that it is for the guaran- 
teeing of the full development of each individual that 
men ought to associate themselves together in mutual 
groups called the state. And the democratic concep- 
tion is true; civilization has actual worth, it has a 
right to exist indeed, only according .to the measure 
that it liberates and resources the individual for the 
conquest of liberty and life.” 

Recognizing, as does everyore who watches world 
evolution today, that there is a conflict to the finish 
between the old order of capitalistic contro] and the 
Bolshevist dogma that the labor class should be sole 
ruler, Herron denounces Bolshevism as an incompe- 
tent form of tyranny and says: 

The way into democracy, into a free and juster 
order, lies not in substituting a Frankenstein col- 
lective autocracy, inevitably destructive of all 
that makes the soul’s existence worth while, for 
the sheer financial autocracy under which we now 
plot and grope adown the ways of death and uni- 
versal darkness. The way into democracy is 
through the VOLUNTARY CO-OPERATION OF 
INDUSTRIAL AND COMMERCIAL CAPITAL 
WITH ASSOCIATED LABOR. It is possible, by 
such co-operation, to convert every manufactur- 
ing plant, every organization and highway of 
transportation, every business house and, indeed, 
every sphere of associated activity, into a happy 
and life-giving democracy.

is still possible. Further growth of the spirit of con- 
flict in the attempt to prove which element of society 
is the stronger, invites ruin. 
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THE MEMOIRS OF TWO VONS. 

Readers of the Von Ludendorff and Von Tirpitz 
memoirs must have many a chuckle at the apprehen- | 
sions of those timid Senators who feared that the.

The plain truth is that, so far 
from being propagandists, the authors of those books 
are, unconsciously but authentically, smashing for- 
ever the German supermam myth which had hypno- 
tized the world and are officially and informingly dis- 
secting German psychology.

BRINGING INTERIOR AMERICA TO THE SEA. 

Canada has just approved of a request embodied 
in a resolution of Congress that the representatives 
of each country on the International. Joint Commis- 
sion name an engineer to report on the desirability 
and cost of a deep-water channel through the St. 
Lawrence River to the sea. W. J. Stewart, Dominion 
Hydrographer, will be Canada’s appointee. Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel Charles Kellar of the army will act on 
behalf of the United States. 

The early completion of Canada's new Welland Ca- 
nal, begun before the war, will permit the passage 
of deep-draft vessels between Lake Ontario and the 
upper lakes. But this canal will be of small utility 
unless something is done to enlarge the various ca- 
nals built around the series of rapids and other dan- 
gerous stretches in the St. Lawrence from Lake On- 
tario to tidewater. The use of these canals is now 
limited to vessels of not more than 260 feet length 
and drawing not ‘more than 14 feet of water. The en- 
tire expense of enlarging them is something which 
it is admitted that Canada, with its huge war debt, is 
not prepared to assume and the plan is to make it 
a joint work, at the common expense of the two 
Governments. The river is a boundary stream only 
as far as Cornwall, Ontario, and St. Regis, N. Y., be- 
ing wholly in Canada beyond those points. But this 
fact would be no bar to our participation under prop- 
er treaty stipulations. 

The states adjacent to the second great river system 
of the continent and the states adjacent to the Mis- 
sissippi have a common problem. They are moved 
by a common impulse in demanding improved facili- 
ties of access to the sea. The people of the Mis- 
Sissippi Walley will be very alert, indeed, to the ne- 


cessities of their future existence if they only equal

“T. SEEMS that not even the people who 
want war got much satisfaction out of the 
war we just had,” Mr. Antwine said.

' “They can’t make war function in the way 
it might. Our own army men attribute this to 
unpreparedness. We can’t suddenly run out 
and get everything an army needs. We think 
that is the reason why when we go to war in 
this country we do so haphazardly, wastefully 
and as no country should. 

*“‘However, the Germans are giving some in- 
teresting testimony. They were completely pre- 
pared, and they still made war willy-nilly. There 
was something even more necessary than to be 
prepared, and that was the will of the army to 
fight Ludendorff says they never yeally lost 
the war on the field, but in the heart of the 
man. 

“Plainly, war is that to which a great deal 
cannot be applied. Just as someone says of the 
food in our own army—that it was really the 
bad cooking made the trouble—we are re 
minded by everything we hear from the inside 
that war is not controllable beyond a point. 
No such organization as it requires is humanly 
possible in acquiescence and if you make people 
fight they lack the will which Ludendorff says 
the Germans lost. 

“Somebody says tin defense of the people who 
ran this war that they did as well as any set 
of men who ever ran a war for us. It is always 
like that, so this gentleman assures us. 

“We owe the Germans something. They un- 
dertook to prove that war can be organized 
and made to function efficiently. Now we all 
know it cannot. 

“It looks to me as if we all ought to be ready 
for a league of nations.”

As for the report that the Italians 

have asked the other allies to drive him-out, such 

& request could hardly be intended as anything but_ 
4 polite reminder of the difficulties in the way of 

geiting rid of him; for any Power which attacked 

D'’Annunzio would find a war with Italy on its 

hands. 

In other words, Nitti has to deal with a new Bou- 
langer, who might try to make himself a new Na- 
polteon if he were provoked; and the rest of the 
world has to deal with'‘a people which may not 
agree with D’Annunzio on the offensive, but which 
would rush to defend him if he were attacked. 
There is no doubt that D’Annunzio is today the 
principal factor in the Fiume question. 

Fortunately, a settlement does not seem impos- 
sible. The Italians seem to be willing to give the 
cugo-Slavs complete commercial equality in the 
port of Fiume, providéd Italy gets sovereignty 
over the city; and there is strong reason to be- 
lieve that after this spectacular, if somewhat facti- 
tious, triumph over what the embattled poet calis 
“the cowardly, mad, vile world,” they would feel 
that their honor had been satisfied and that they 
could afford to let the Jugo-Slavs have their rights 
in Dalmatia. If such an arrangement could be 
reached at this time, it would be folly to let the 
opportunity pass; for if the Adriatic question, of 
ve hich Fiume is only a part, remains unsettled, 
D’Annunzio and his fireaters may go on to more 
extensive and more disturbing conquests. The oc- 
cupation of Fiume has already forced Tittoni's res-

THE RIGHT TO STRIKE.

HE denunciations by the foremost labor lead- 

ers of the prohibition against railroad strikes 
in the Cummins bill sound overheated, yet they 
gain force from the fact that under the Cum- 
mins bill the railroads would be returned to pri- 
vate operation as well as kept under private 
ownership. [t is impossible to urge an anti- 
strike provision with any great effect unless the 
railroads are to be nationalized.

Germany, to speak the truth, was 
then in a most dangerous position. 
I attributed it all to the last act of 
the old childish pantomime of our 
ministry, which even then I realized 
was nearing its end. Only the peo- 


ple, and the: power of the people, 
‘could save us, and I made note of 
‘this at the time in my diary: “It 
is all up now with the rule of caste 
and class. Victory or defeat, we 
shall get a pure democracy.” 

One of the main sources of anxi- 
ety at Great Headquarters in these 
days — September, 1915—was the 
possible course of Roumania. We 
could not, of course, accept the as- 
surances of Dijavid Bey and others 
as to Roumania’s safety to us. I 
feared that if she should strike 
against us then, we scarcely could 
tell what would happen. However. 
she bided her time and was crushed. 

America at heart during those 
restless days was safely on the side 
of England; that I could see plainly. 
She was supplying France, too, with 
munitions and war material. In the 
dearth of munitions in the latter 
part of 1915 lay a great danger for 
Germany. The French were splen- 
didly led which, unfortunately, was 
not the case with us. Austria, too 
was completely disheartened and we 
heard then that of the 800,000 Aus- 
trians who had marced into Galicia, 
500,000 were still there. 

I confided to some of my friends 
my conviction that on the western 
front our position had become very 
difficult. I knew this on the author- 
ity of many of the highest officials, 
but it was supposed to be a care- 
fully guarded secret of the High 
Command And yet a Berlin motor 
driver who recognized me informed 
me that all Berlin knew! I could not 
keep silence in the face of such a 
situation. 

The English were sending over 
great masses of troops, but Great 
Headquarters believed their quality 
was constantly getting poorer and 
poorer. I did not think then that 
we should be positively beaten there, 
but I did not regard it as impossible. 

Gen. Count Helmuth von Mo'tke. 
chief of the supplementary general 
staff, who died of apoplexy the fol- 
lowing June, was already a wreck. 

“fT have lost a true friend,” said 
the Kaiser when he died. And in- 
deed, he had! Moltke was to be 
supplanted by Falkenhayn. Jagow 
was supplanted by Zimmermann. 
The bureaucrats were getting in their 
work. I, too, was marked by them. 

Our stanch German troops were 
in every way a match for the best 
the French had in those days, but 
the French had their railways im- 
mediately back of them to move up 
supplies rapidly, while we, confront- 
ed with terrific losses, were handi- 
capped by the enemy's perpetual ar- 
rangement of new movements. Our 
loss in men was serious; our loss in 
officers was more so. In the Au- 
gusta regiment, I was told, 53 out 
of 60 officers had been killed. In 
the First Regiment of the Prus- 
sian Guards the casualties were only 
a few less. It was the much-cari- 
eatured Lieutenant who did most of 
the work.

Ludendorff Tells of Meeting at Which He 


and Hindenburg Told Kaiser War Was Lost 


a 


BY GEN. ERICH LUDENDORFYF. 


T very soon became clear that 
J nothing more was to be expect- 

ed from Bulgaria (about Sept. 
22, 1918). The division from Sofia 
was sent to Nish. The King abdi- 
cated and left the country. The 
Government threw itself into the 
arms of the Entente. The army 
scattered or allowed itself to be 
disdrmed. The conclusion of the 
armistice, which would hand the 
country completely over to the En- 
tente, was to be expected at any 
moment. 

The position in 
mained in the highest degree ob- 
scure and anxious. We could bring 
but few troops thither, even in- 
cluding those from the Caucasus. 

In the East the Bolsheviks were 
still hostile. Our policy in Great 
Russia had won us no friends 
who could now help us. 

There was the untmost doubt as 
to whether we could succeed in 
establishing in Serbia and Ruma- 
nia a new flank protection for 
Austria-Hungary and our Western 
front, and in keeping up communi- 
cations with the Rumanian oil 
fields. 

In Italy an attack was sure to 
come, and it was quite uncertain 
how the Austro-Hungarian troops 
there would fight. 

The general military position 
could only become worse; whether 
it would move slowly or with ter- 
rifying speed could not be fore- 
seen. It was probable that mat- 
ters would come to a definite con- 
clusion in a relatively short time, 
as actually happened in the Bal- 
kans and on the Austro-Hungarian 
front in Italy. 

Decides He Must Seek Peace. 


In these circumstances I felt 
compelled to undertake the re- 
sponsible task of hastening the 
end of the war, and for this pur- 
pose to move the Government to 
decisive action. Since the 9th of 
September G. H. Q. had heard 
nothing of the peace proposals 
placed before the Queen of Hol- 
land. Since the middle of August 
time had passed without anything 
being achieved. Count Burian’s 
note had had no success. Our 
diplomacy, in the face qf the ene- 
my’s determination to destroy us, 
had a hopeless task. 

With all this in mind, I came, 
not suddenly, but bit by bit, from 
the beginning of August onwards, 
and through many hard inward 
struggles, to the conclusion that 
I must act, and I called Secretary 
von Hintze to Spa Sept. 26. 

Meanwhile, the position in Ber- 
lin had become most discouraging, 
the struggle for power coming 
ever more prominently into the 
foreground. The outward and vis- 
ible sign of this struggle was Erz 
berger’s attack on Count von 
Hertling, which had raised pas- 
sions to a very high pitch. 

The Emperor's appeal of Aug. 
14 for a united and resolute Gov- 
ernment had remained unan- 
swered., 

I have never fully understood 
the events of those days. I did 
not regard the position of the 
Chancellor as seriously shaken, his 
great parliamentary experience 
having hitherto enabled him to 
ride every storm. Events in Ber- 
lin caused Von Hintze to fix his 
arrival as late as Sunday, Sept. 
29. 


The Chancellor was also invited 
to attend by Count Limburg -Sti- 
rum. On this occasion I had not 
asked for his attendance, as early 
in September his advanced age had 
been put forward as a reason for 
not causing him to travel; but I 
was very glad, indeed, that he was 
coming, especially as I was grow- 
ing clearer and clearer in my own 
mind as to the steps that ought 
to be taken. 


Great Drives by Allies. 


In the meantime tremendous 
fighting had broken out again in 
the West. East of Ypres the En- 
tente attacked, and over all the 
old Flanders battlefield drove us 
out of our foremost positions, and, 
in part, also back over the artil- 
lery protective line. We were com- 
pelled to withdraw the army to a 
rearward position. 

In the direction of Cambrai, on 
the 17th, a strong enemy attack 
gained ground beyond the canal, 
although every possible step had 
been taken to resist them. Fur- 
ther south, up to the Vesle, the 
front held. 

In Champagne and on the west- 
ern bank of the Meuse a big bat- 
tle had begun on Sept. 26, French 
and American troops attacking 
with far-reaching objectives. 
Westward of the Argonne we re- 
mained masters of the situation, 
and fought a fine defensive battle. 


Between the Argonne and the 
Meuse the Americans had broken 
into our positions. They had as- 
sembled a powerful army in this 
region, and their part in the cam- 
paign became more and more im- 
portant. We held their push, how- 
ever, the 27th being in the main a 
day of success for us, while on the 
28th, too, we held our lines, apart 
from ¢gertain modifications of our 
front which were carried out in 
accordance with our plans. 

The whole Western front was 
thus again the scene of tremen- 
dous fighting. 

On Sept. 29 and following days 
there was further fighting, bring- 
ing the usual difficulties, but not 
compelling us to sudden, moment- 
ous decisions. 

“Had to Ask for Peace.” 
I wish-to insist on the state- 
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Leaders That Only Thing Left to Do Was’ 
to Appeal to Wilson for Settlement on 
the Basis of the Fourteen Points. 
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ment above in what follows, as 
earnestly as I do upon the fact. 
that since the middle of August 
the Government had done nothing 
whatever to secure peace. This 
did not surprise me. Was it for 
G. H. Q. to wait until Turkey or 
Austria-Hungary, who were more 
urgently affected than we were, 
moved in the matter? That would 
have been easy, but did not seem 
to me to accord with my duty. 

Were we to hope, after all our 
pressure, that the Government 
would at this stage spur the peo- 
ple to further efforts, or would 
really take a step toward peace 
through the medium of Holland? 
Were there any real prospects of 
this? Duty compelled us at last 
to substitute action for idle time- 
wasting and empty words. 

The enemy had to be asked for 
peace and armistic. The military 
position, which could only get 
worse, demanded this. 

We were not yet bound to sur- 
render unconditionally. The ene- 
my would have to speak. Would 
he talk of conciliation or of vio- 
lence? In my judgement of Clem- 
enceau and Lloyd George, I feared 
the worst. Wilson, however, had 
often stated his terms in the most 
solemn form imaginable. He, and 
the great country he represented, 
must feel.themselves bound in 
honor by these declarations. 

Pinned Hopes on Wilson. 

Besides, the decisive help given 
in France by the United States, 
without which the Entente would 
long before have suffered a mili- 


‘tary defeat, made it highly likely 


that Wilson would be able to main- 
tain his views, which he had ex- 
pressed in the most binding man- 
ner, against England and France. 

We had to secure a clear vision 
on this matter. If our views of 
Wilson were right, then we could 
accept as the basis of negotiations 
his fourteen points, hard enough, 
but, at any rate, clear and definite. 
If, on the other hand, we were dis- 
appointed in nim, if the enemy 
imposed too severe conditions, if 
even their military chiefs refused 
us the respect to which our brave 
struggles entitled us, then the fight 
would have to continue, however 
hard it might be, and then at last 
the Government and the people 
might be brought to heroic meas- 
ures, when at last they saw clearly 
what was at stake for Germany in 
this war. 

It was in this respect that I sim- 
ply could not give up hope of a 
new moral reinforcement at home. 
If the enemy gave the same answer 
as he did in JanwWary, 1917, then, 
with any proper leadership, a new 
spirit of determination and unity 
would surely appear among the 
people, which could not be without 
a tavorable effect on our morale. 

Saw Chance to Fight On. 

I cannot doubt thaz this would 
have had a powerful effect in en- 
couraging the army and the whole 
war industry, and the sooner it 
came, the more powerful would be 
the effect. We would thus have the 
strength to speak once more with 
no uncertain voice, if the enemy 
would not listen to reason. 

There was nothing unduly op- 
timistic in this view. France, Ser- 
bia and Belgium had suffered far 
more than we had, and held out. 

If the war should approach our 
own territory, if the feeling that 
he was protecting home and all 
that the word meant entered into 
the heart of each man at the front, 
who knew full well the meaning 
of such terms as “theater of war,” 
“battlefield,” “‘L. of C.,” if the war 
with all its destruction threatened 
German soil, then I felt that our 
seventy millions of Germans would 
stand like one man, determined 
and ready to sacrifice for their 
country all the mighty strength 
that still remained to them. 

Whether France herself, bled 
white and suffering worse than we 
were, would remain in the field 
for long after her territory was 
evacuated, was also doubtful. In 
any case, Our position was not so 
bad that we could have justified a 
capitulation to our people or our 
descendants; on the other hand, 
we plainly must sue for peace. if 
peace could be had. 

He and Hindenburg Agree. 

I had slowly come to this fateful 
conclusion, and now felt bound and 
eager to act upon it, whatever ota- 
ers might say, who were not so 
well informed as to the military 
situation as I was. In all the great 
decisions of this war I have fol- 
lowed by own views with a full 
sense of my own responsibility. 
That I should be all the more 
abused and be held responsible for 
every misfortune I knew well, but 
personal considerations could not 
weigh with me in the matter. 

At 6 o'clock on the afternoon of 
Sept. 28 I went down to the Field 
Marshal's room, which was one 
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floor below mine. I explained to 
him my views as to the peace of- 
fer and a request for armistice. Tha 
position could only grow worse, on 
account of the Balkan position, 
even if we held our ground in tha 
West. Our one task now was to 
act clearly and firmly, without de- 
lay. 

The Field Marshal listened 
me with emotion. He answereil 
that he had intended to say the 
Same to me in the evening, that 
he had considered the whole situ- 
ation carefully and thought the 
step necessary. 

We were also at one time in the 
view that the armistice condi- 
tions would have to provide for 
controlled and -efrderly evaculation 
of the occupied territory and the 
possible resumption of hostilities 
on our own borders. From tho 
military point of view, the first 
was a tremendous admission. We 
did not considet any abandonment 
of territory in the East, thinking 
that the Entente would be fully 
conscious of the dangers threaten- 
ing them as well as ourselves from 
Bolshevism. 

“Buried Dearest Hopes.” 

The Field Marshal and I parted 
with a strong handshake, like men 
who have buried their dearest 
hopes, and who are resolved to 
hold together in their hardest 
trials as they have held together 
in success. Our names were asso- 
ciated with the greatest victories 
of the world war, and’ we now 
shared the conviction that it was 
our duty to sacrifice our names to 
insure the step being taken thar 
we had done everything humanly 
possible to avoids 

The lines of the discussion to be 
held with Secretary Von Hintze 
had been settled even in detail at 
my conversation with the Field 
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Marshal. The discussion took place 
at 1 o'clock in the morning of 
the 29th, at the Hotel Britannique. 
Col. Heye being present. 

After the usual courtesies, 
Secretary began at once to ex- 
plain the political situation at 
home, without referring to inter- 
national matters. He described 
the position of Count von Hert- 
ling as so shaken that he could 
not remain any longer in office, 
and even his own position, he stat- 
ed, was by no means secure. 

The domestic position was such 
that a complete change of system, 
and the formation of a parlia- 
mentary Ministry in Berlin, was 
essential. He even spoke of the 
possibility of a revolution. 

Did Not Like the Delay. 

Up to this moment I had as- 
Sumed that G. H. Q. would have 
to discuss the further steps that it 
thought necessary with the ex- 
isting Chancellor and Secretary 
for Foreign Affairs. A change in 
these offices at this moment would 
of necessity bring delay. confu- 
sion and disadvantage. With such 
deep changes a Government is 
bound to lose continuity and the 
grip of business for a time. 

To whatever conclusion His 
Majesty might come, of course, the 
Government would remain to 
G. H. Q. the Government, however, 
changed it might be in form or 
personnel. The incoming Minis- 
ters would be fully conscious of 
the responsibility they would bear 
if they took office in the existing 
Situation. G. H. Q. would have to 
urge its views upon the new Gov- 
ernment just as it would have 
done on the old, and would have to 
ensure, if an honorable armistice 
were really obtainable, that the 
army did not suffer by reason of 
the change of Government. 

In spite of my objections, Von 
Hintze regarded a change of our 
whole system of Government as 
essential. He did not think it 
would be difficult to carry out. I 
Was unable to form any "iew as to 
this, as 1 was not au courant of af- 
fairs in Berlin. 

The Secretary further informed 
us that the proposal to approach

the Queen of Holland had not 
been carried out, and that no other 
Steps had been taken toward se- 
curing peace. Nothing positive, 
thus had been done. 


Tell Kaiser of Decision. 


After this explanation the Field 
Marshal and I explained the mili- 
tary position and our views as to 
the armistice conditions. Von 
Hintze thought the best course 
was to approach President Wilson 
with a proposal for an armistice 
and peace. The Swiss Ambassa- 
dor in Washington had again 
spoken to our Government of 
Wilson's high ideals. 

It was clear, of 
communications with Paris 
London via Washington were 
bound to work slowly, and that 
an armistice could not be secured 
by such means at a moment's 
notice, but only after a lapse of 
time. The Field Marshal and I 
were quite in agreement with what 
Von Hintze said, and we were fully 
agreed with his proposal, although 
we suggested that an identical 
note with that to Wilson should 
be sent, for information, to the 
Engiish and French. ; 

After the discussion we went at 
once to His Majesty, who had 
come from Cassel to Spa. Von 
Hintze gave the same explanation 
of the internal situation, adding 
his proposals as to the offer to 
President Wilson for an armistice 
and peace. The Field Marshal 
then described the military situa- 
tion which I shortly confirmed. 

His Majesty was unusually calm. 
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He expressed his concurrence with 
the proposal to approach Presi-+ 
dent Wilson. 

Kaiser's First Surrender.
